M. Btclneckc gives to the proceedings 
an unpycoedentedly lively interest. 
Thq eighth day of the trial began this morning, 
andíshcreil In th’e opening of the case for the dQi 
fendant. A larprer crowd than ever before was ha 
attendance, the ladies forming quito a prominent 
feature. Among Uiom were noticed spmo of the 
witnesses of the great Mrs. Wharton trial, rela­ 
tives of Mr. Eugene Van Ness, who will also bo wit­ 
nesses upon that lady's second trial for his attempt­ 
ed muyder. They evinced quite an interest In the

Mr. John Kelly, of New York, was 
the first to secure the floor, after Mr. Tilden had 
announced the tenor of the report. Ho stated 
that as a member of lUc committee he should have 
been consulted about the report before It was 
made, and boldly asserted that tho committee had 
in point of fact held no meeting whatever. This 
Insinuation that the report was nothing more nor 
less than the work of one or two men who had as­ 
sumed to act as leaders for the eutlrc Convention 
created no small amount of excitement, and of 
course Tilden had to reply. 
TILDEN’S DEFENCE. 
He argued to show that Mr. Kelly was laboring 
under a serious mistake. He waa followed by 
young De Witt, of Kings county, whq, with his usual 
recklessness and want of tact, pitched into Tilden 
regardless of consequences, and went so far as to 
insinuate that tho committee had been packed liy 
the veteran himself.

With Mr. Greeley as tho 
coalition candidate for President the condi­ 
tions of tho battle may bo greatly changed. 
Mr. Greeley, for many years a prime favorite 
among the republicans of the rural distriots as 
a political reformer and evangelist of the party, 
has in this State carried over with him into the 
coalition against General Grant a considerable 
body of devoted republican followers.

Nor is it certain that 
they will be disappointed in ail ^eir calcula­ 
tions in Maine, notwithstanding the discour­ 
aging bombshell from Vermont Nor with the 
complete faUure of their hopes in Maine do we 
imagine they wUl lose their hopes of Pennsyl­ 
vania. The conditions of the two parties for 
the October battle in Pennsylvania are rather 
favorable than otherwise to the opposition al­ 
liance, for the republicans who wiU not sup­ 
port the administration State ticket because 
of Hartranft, the head of It, outnumber the 
anti-Grant republicans. But if, with this no­ 
torious advantage, the opposition alliance fail 
to carry Pennsylvania in October all doubts 
concerning the Presidential election will bo 
dispelled, and the friends of Mr. Greeley will 
have to labor without ceasing to save New 
York. In 1868 the primary object of Tam­ 
many and the democratic party of New York 
was the State and the city, with our enormous 
Corporation spoils; and the Presidency was a 
secondary object, because the popular tide of 
the Union was irresistibly against them. In 
the nomination of Seymonr, then, tho object 
oftho N^w York democrats was at all hazards 
{o save the State; but now the State to the 
sifpporters of Mr. Greeley here, as elsewhere, 
is mainly valuable for its Presidential weight; 
and should the coming September and October 
elections strongly foreshadow General Grant’s 
re-election tho Presidential issue in November 
will be apt to override, even in Now York, aU 
our State and municipal issues. Thus, while 
we think the Empire State, in a vote this day 
between Grant and Greeley, would go, and go 
heavily, for Greeley, the Presidential and 
State vote of New York in November may 
be determined by the intervening State elec­ 
tions.

A Letter from Professor Agasslx. 
The latest despatch from this distinguished 
disciple of science to Professor Pierce, of the' 
Coast Survey, in another column, will be found 
of groat Boientiflo interest. 
It was written on 
the voyage from Panama to Acapulco, and 
records tho impressions of the author gathered 
on tho Pacific Coast, and during a laud jour­ 
ney of nearly throo hundred miles in the 
Yalley of Chilian, between the coast range and 
the Andian chain from Concepcion, at the 
mouth of tho river Bio Bio, northward to tho 
capital of Chile. 
This valley which, oom- 
menciug at the Gulf of Ancud, nctonds over 
fifteen hundred miles to the north, he.flnds to 
be tho bed of a vast glacier, whose ice-slido to 
tho north has ground and polished tho rooks 
of its east and west boundaries, the Andes 
and the coast rango, so that while they stand 
they will tell to students tho history of one of 
those wonderful changes which have marked 
and shaped the earth’s surface. At ono point, 
a littlo south of Santiago, ho finds the track 
of a more recent glacier which, moving 
laterally from the Andes toward tho west, 
across the drift of the great glacier, has left in 
its course volcanic bouldors iu tho direction of 
the coast range, which stayed its progress. A 
gradual reoossion of the ice boundary towards 
the South Pole, whioh was accompanied with 
an ascending temperature, was followed by the 
formation of successive lakes, whose deposits 
now form a series of terraces of various levels 
through the whola length of this interesting 
volley. 
An examination of the group of islands 
called the Galapagos bos, afforded an oppor­ 
tunity for a study of new land. This archi­ 
pelago, situated near tho Equator, seven hun­ 
dred miles west of the coast of Ecuador, ore 
evidently of recent volcanic origin. 
Their 
animals and plants are some of them of types 
found nowhere else on the known globe, and 
naturally seem special creations for that 
locality or strange instances of the almost cre­ 
ative power of transformation in nature. Evi­ 
dently tho Professor inclines to think there 
has been a direct creation of organized beings 
for those distant new islands in the wide Pa­ 
cific, and ho confesses that as yet science is 
unable to answer questions of tho origin ot 
organized beings.

In 1856 Fillamore, 
08 a third party candidate, defeated Fremont, 
and secured the election of Buchanan.

Barometric W aves—The Late Piwmonl-* 
tory W eather. 
For more than a week we have had uijusjial 
indications of some very marked perturbation 
in the aérial ocean. On the morning of the 2d 
inst the meteorological reporte mention the 
appearance on the Upper Lakes of one of tbc»e^ 
immense waves of cold air and high bojfometer 
which descend from the higher latitudes south- 
eastwardly and roll onward to the great tropi­ 
cal 800. This phenomenon is most remarkable 
and suggestive. Tho season has so far ad­ 
vanced that the sun has lost ite power in tha 
high ñorth, and every day the refrigeration of 
tho air over the circumpolar reglofas rapidly 
increases. The movement of large masses of 
this refrigerated atmosphere southward anc^ 
thoir injection or irruption into the Warm an^ 
humid air of the superheated equatorial seas ia 
doubtl^ tho signal for most serious cyclonic 
disturbances in the latter, and also for tho open­ 
ing of the grand battle of the Equinox In thé 
opinion of an eminent meteorologisí of thfa 
country the sudden commixture of the hot and 
cold currents in the West Indies is the cause of 
the formation of the low barometer which warns 
the seaman and premonishes tho hurricane i^- 
thft neighborhood of tho Windward Islands. > 
It Is highly probable tbat these large aerloU 
waves, which often pursue each other in rapid 
succession, are due to the reversal of the sot 
of the atmosphere in the normal struggle of 
the cold and heavy current to find ite vmy 
home to the southward, and of the light and 
warm current to push Itself northward. Such 
a movement is clearly traced in the aqueous 
ocean, where the Gulf Stream and the ice

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 5, IRTX 
The govcrum cnt tuvestlgatlon into the causes of 
tho Metis disaator was resumed here to-day, aud os 
will be seen the testim ony adduced was not only 
Im portant, as showing the- condition of affairs 
about the time of tho terrible clim ax In the rain­ 
storm, but ftirnlshes a tlirllllug narrative of tho 
surroundings when all hope seemed gone. That a 
widespread Interest Is taken lu this mquiry by tho 
community a t largo Is evident from the earnest 
m anner In which the sad calam ity continues to bo 
discussed. Tho groat tide t f travel on railroads, 
too, la not a little significant, and people will 
hardly Jeopardize their lives untU something U 
done to Instill more confidence In tho m anage­ 
m ent of Sound steam ers than at present appears 
to exist. 
It seems strange, moreover, th at so 
many appalliug m lslortunes should happen almost 
In one week—tho wreck of the MotLs, tho burning

Two freight trains collided this afternoon under 
the tunnel, six miles west of Pittsburg, on the Pan 
Handle Railroad, between Pittsburg and Cincin­ 
nati, near Ingram station. The engineers of both 
trains Jnmpcd their engines In the tunnel. The 
fireman of the westw ard buund train was badly 
Ipjuted. The cars telescoped, and the tender ran 
Into the baggage car, destroying it totally. One of 
the engines is entirely destroyed and the other 
much injured. The eastw ard bound train from Louis­ 
ville and Cliicliinatl had a miraculous escape. It 
had reached the mouth of tho tunnel when the 
accident occurred.

But why In 
this TOlse was a mystery. The Doctor comraunl- 
catc(f this discovery of the Identity of hto patient 
to the captain of tho Arragon, who, having seen 
the claim ant In court, was convinced th at If he was 
not th at person ho certainly bore a very strong 
resem blance to him. 
A Herald reporter accompanied the Doctor 
down to Castle Garden, where the passengers on 
the Arragon were landing. Mr. Oasserly was In­ 
quired for, hut, itclng absent. Colonel Cantador and 
other officials were Informed th at the claim ant 
was then on the premises. Tho earnest assevera­ 
tions of the Doctor soon convinced the offlctals, 
and a rush was made to the rotunda, the Colonel 
rnbbing his hands and leading the van, followed by 
smiling clerks, delighted at the chance of viewing a 
new Hon, equal to Alexis or the lirazlllan Princes.

chapter conoemtng glacial phenomena, gathered 
during our laud joorncy ft-om Taloahnano to San­ 
tiago; bnt It Is so complicated a story that I do not 
f6el equal now to recording the details In a con­ 
nected statement; while the whole may be put in 
few words. There is a broad valley between the 
Andes 
and 
the

range, tho valley of 
Chilian 
extending

the Gulf of Ancud 
or Port Montt to Santiago and Ihrthcr north. 
This Valley te a contlunatlon, upon somewhat 
higher level, of the cliannela which, from tho Strait 
of Magellan to Ohlloo, separate tho Islands from the 
mainland, with the sole Interruption of Tros 
Montes, which gives the clue to tho whole, as wo 
have here In miniature a valley between the Andos 
and the coast range. Now this great vaUey, extend­ 
ing for moro than twcnty-flve degrees of latitude. Is 
a contlnuons glacier bottom, showing plainly for lU 
whole length tho great aouthcrn ice sheet has l>ecn 
moving northwards In it. I conld find notrhore 
any indication that glaciers descending from the 
Andos bad crossed this valley and reached the 
shores of tho Paclfld.

From these data I Infer that my BUggestlon con­ 
cerning tho trend of the strir upon tfio polished 
and glaciated surfaces of the vicinity of Talcahu- 
ano, alluded to In the postsarJpt of my lust letter, 
is probably correct. 
I was much grieved on reaching Valparaiso to 
hoar of tho mishaps of the dredfpng apparatus. 
Tho subsequent departure of Pourtales has been a 
groat loss to us aU; for, notwithstanding his silent 
nature, ho is a powerful standby. 
Our visit to the Galapagos has been, full of geo­ 
logical and zoological Interest, it Is most impres­ 
sive to see an extensive archipelago, of most recent 
origin. Inhabited by creatures so dUforont from any 
known In other parte of tho worM. Here wo have, 
a positive limit to tho length of time that maybé 
granted lor tho transformation of these animals, If 
they are In any way derived from others dwelling 
in dlifcront parte or the world. Tho Gaiapagos are 
so recent that some of these Islands are barely cov­ 
ered with the most scanty vegetation- Itself pecu­ 
liar to these islands. Borne parts of their surface are 
entirely bare, and a great many of tho crater and 
lava streams are so fresh that tbe atmospheric 
agents have not yet made an impression upon 
them. Their age does not, therefore, go back to 
earlier geological periods; they belong to onr time, 
geologically speaking. Whence, then, do iholr In­ 
habitants come from, animals as well as planter If 
descended from some other type belonging to lomo 
neighboring land, then It does not require such im- 
spoakably long periods for the transformation of 
species as tho modern advoigitcs of transmutation 
claim, andtlic mystery of chango, with such marked 
aud characteristic dfircrcnces botweon existing 
spooles, la only increased and brought to a level 
with that of creation. If they are not autochthones 
from what germs did they start Into oxlstenco? i 
think that careful observers, in view of these facts, 
will have to acknowledge that our sclcnco Is not 
yet ripe for a lair discussion of the origin of organ­ 
ized beings. 
Our stay In Panama has allowed ns to make verv 
extensive collections In .the Itay and across tho 
Isthmus. I was surprised to find so little dttler- 
CDce in the character of tho flora and of the ter­ 
restrial fauna between tho two oceans. Marked 
peculiarities are only to be found among the ma- 
rlut! animals, nnd even among them the American 
character of the Atlantic and Pacific marine fanua 
Is unmistakable. Wo are not surrounded by ani­ 
mals recalling by their pecullarltlos the many 
groups of islands of the Pnclflc. I expect that our 
visit to Acapulco will confirm these Impressions.

The two 
great parties, therefore, in tkis contest -tho 
iulmiuintratio:i ropublicau party and the oppo- 
sition coalition party—are now fairly before 
tho people of the Empire State for their Kuf- 
fiugcs. The republicans havo a utrong State 
ticket throughout; but it is particularly strong 
with General Dix at tho head of it for Gover- 
nor. The opposition alliance against General 
Dix have nominated FnmciH Kernnu, of Utiea, 
for Governor—a distinguished democrat, an 
able party leader and iu every respect a popu- 
lar man—after Judge Church, perhaps, the 
most generally acceptable nomination that 
could have been made, and particularly iu 
view of democratic harmony on their State j 
ticket in this city. 


Briefly, for tho present, it may bo raid that 


if the republican State ticket, PrcnidonU.il 
electoral ticket and candidate for Congress- 
man, at Lar«o arc perfectly satisfactory to t'.ie 
rank and tile of the m;pporten> of Lhe ml Um.il 
administration, the 
opposing 
nominations 


from Syracuse are calculated to give satisfac- 
tion ns broad and general to dnuocr.il« ami 
liberal republicans. As between the "glitter- 
iup generalities" of tho platforms of the two 
parties the intelligent voter will judge for 
himself; and to the voter who is without ip- 
k-Uigenee the platform which goes with his 
party ticket represents his principles agiiiust 
the world. But in New York, in every politi- 
cal crisis embracing the. momentous issue of 
a national political revolution, there is a. float- 
ing balance of power which, in reference to ft 
coming State election, drifts with the pressuro 
of intervening political events; and it is iu 
relation to this floating element, this twen- 
tieth vote from the people, that we have to 
consider the probabilities of our November 
election. 


"What, then, is tho prospect in tho Empire 


State? 
In the overwhelming hue and cry 


against the astounding and abounding corrup- 
tions of the Tammany King the State was car- 
ried by the republicans last November by a 
majority of nearly twenty thousand. But the 
democrats were disheartened and demoralized 
by tho Tammany exposures, and many of 
them, with the anti-Grant republicans gener- 
ally, supported tho regular republican ticket 
<is arebuko to the "Ring" and in view of re- 
form. 
Many democrats, on the other hand, 


from sheer demoralization or disgust, remained 
at home on election day, so that the figures of 
our last' November election will jiot apply to 
the present political situation in New York 
city and State. 
"With Mr. Greeley as the 


coalition candidate for President tho condi- 
tions of the battle may be greatly changed. 
Mr. Greeley, for many years a prime favorite 
among the republicans of the rural districts as 
a political reformer and evangelist of tliepartj-, 
lias in this State carried oyej witty Jiiui iuto the 


special labors of the two great parties -tho 
effort* ot the republicans beitig directed to tlio 
maintenance ol their bent majorities, while the 
opposition alluiuw are 'working zo,xl<Ais]y to 
cut down these majorities, ami to cut out at 
least one member of Congress as a trophy of 
victory and as evidence that Greeley may still 
lead his supporters to a crowuiug national 
triumph in November. Nor is it certain tliat 
they will bo disappointed in all thsir calcula- 
tions in Maiii'\ notwithstanding the discour- 
aging bombshell from Vermont. 
Nor with the 


complete failure of their hopes iu Maine do we 
imagine th.\v will lose their hopes of Pennsyl- 
vania.

this vote, then, as a fail' test at that time 
between the two parties, the ascertained 
desertions from Grant to Greeley in this State 
would settle the question now in favor of 
Greeley, were there no drawbacks to be con- 
sidered in the estimate. 


But there are certain drawbacks against Mr. 


Greeley even in New York, which, in a fair 
treatment of the subject, cannot be overlooked, 
there are, for example, the auli-Greeley 
democrats. They have shown no strength 
8.9 fjjir in any quarter; but the HEBALD cor- 
respondents who hare been canvassing the 
State report that these democratic Bourbons, 
as sullen noutrals at least in the regular party 
camp, can be found in any place throughout 
the interior without difficulty. 
They sent a 


delegation from this city to Louisville, respecta- 
ble in part, and, however small a faction or frac- 
tion they may be in the State at large, they are 
yet, more or less, a dead weight upon Mr. 
Greeley. Next, there is to Mr. Greeiey the 
discouragement of the Vermont election, 
and the apparently inextricable confusion 
into which the parties, factions and cliques 
of this city have drifted upon municipal affairs. 
We may have three or four candidates for 
Mayor this year, and the divisions among the 
democrats upon these candidates may affect 
more or less the State and Presidential tickets, 
Grant and Greeley, one way or the other. In 
the absence of these disturbing elements New 
York might be safely set down as good for the 
opposition 
coalition by an 
overwhelming 


majority; but while these disturbing forces 
exist the vote of New York in November can- 
not be assumed as absolutely certain for Mr, 
Greeley and the State ticket associated with 
him in this contest. 


The republicans evidently have strong hopes 


of holding New York. They may count too 
much upon their victory of last November 
against Tammany and too largely upon the 
anti-Greeley democrats and upon democratic 
divisions in this city, and they nitty under- 
estimate the strength of the anti-Grant repub- 
licans ; but the Grant managers are never- 
theless working with great expectations ot 
carrying the State. They gay that as in 
1808, General Grant in 1872 can be elected 
without the vote of New York, but that, having 
been cheated out of this vote in 1868, they de- 
sire and expect to right this wrong iu 1872. 
They say, furthermore, that, as the anti-Grant 
republican bolt is or will be neutralized by the 
anti-Greeley democratic bolters, they lose noth- 
ing by Greeley's defection. These are the 
opinions which, among the administration re- 
publicans, have revived hope and are in- 
spiring them with something of confidence of 
adding the vote of the Empire State to the 
electoral vote for General Grant. Tho odds, 
in our judgment, are still ueavily against them ; 
but, considering all the party complications 
and cross-firings which exist and which are 
foreshadowed to reference to our November 
national and State election, it is too early yet 
to predict in New York an opposition victory. 


As in 1868 it was determined, so in 1872 the 


issue of the Presidential contest will probably 
be settled by tho October Stftto elections 
in Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana.

we might conclude that the sum mentioned in 
the outcome of all the pother about the Ala- 
bama claims, leaving the national balance 
against it to be decided by tho Mixed Coinmi 
siou to meet at Newport iu a few days, -wlieri 
the British claims against us have been re- 
duced, once for nil, to dollars aud cents, 
The general feeling in the United States 
which this will arouse will not be one of 
enthusiasm. All that element has long since 
been squeezed out of it. 
The history of th< 


negotiations presents too many features of 
frutfulness, overreaching smartness and bom- 
bast, followed by ignominious collapse, for 
^he result to transfigure universal chagrin, 
into widespread jubilation. The best fea- 
ture about the matter mil bo iu tho fact 
that the arbitrators have had tact and courage 
enough to make a direct award, and not leave 
the matter to fritter away what little power for 
future good feoling and peace might be left in 
it by deferring the money judgment to a board 
of assessors. Apart even from this wholesome 
view of the case, the people of the United 
States will rejoice that the whole affair has 
been buried and dropped out of sight. 


Looking back from this statement of final 


award over the events that have led up to it, 
since the signing of the treaty, we are sorry 
that we cannot congratulate eithor government 
to any extent on its course of action. For the 
diplomats of our State Department it has 
been a sad record of bungling and trifling 
with 
a 
subject 
wherein 
the 
good 


will and even the peace of two powerful nations 
were involved. The introduction of the indi- 
rect claims with a flourish of rhetoric may 
have been, as Secretary Fish protests, a politi- 
cal or partisan necessity of the hour; but the 
indignities which their subsequent 
with- 


drawal heaped upon the nation and upon 
the administration 
are enough to show 


the flimsiuess of his reasoning taken as 
he puts it. It shows how the honor of a 
nation can be flippantly compromised by 
those whose opinion of their fellow citizens is 
so low as to imagine that the mere tricks of 
party can. be successfully imposed upon them 
as the dignified course for the nation to ac- 
quiesce in. Tho absolute failure of this 
attempt is one of the few consolations of the 
people. On the other hand, it caunot be taid 
that England acted in the controversy with 
either forbearance or courtesy. 
The howl 


which went up from one end of that country to 
the other on the publication of our "case" 
indicated how very thin the layer was of treaty 
cordiality. War and treaty breaking were 
spoken 
of with a suddenness of expres- 


sion which was the more marked that on 
this side of the Atlantic the whole question 
bad been quietly relegated to the tribunal un- 
der the treaty. 
What made this violence of 


public, feeling in England the more curious 
was the undoubted fact that her whig govern- 
ment was laboring tooth and nail to save the 
treaty, exhibiting a love of place almost equal 
to our own Secretary of State. 


But all that is past. The revival of an old 


feud is always profitless where peace and con- 
cord can prevail instead. A statement of the 
facts, however, has this use, that it prevents a 
false estimate being placed upon the profes- 
sions that may mean nothing. Wo are pleased 
•with 
one 
fact—tho 
great one of 
the 


controversy—that the apology which England 
made in the treaty is repeated more pro- 
nouncedly in the verdict of the Court against 
her. What its value may be in tho future we 
caunot now euter 
upon. 
It gives tho 


nation another solemn assurance of tho 
rightiulness of its battle with the rebellion, 
and is a verdict of civilization against those 
who, 
in defiance of law, aided the foes of tho 


Union—the foes of liberty to all men. It 
is 
another 
triumph 
for 
the 
right, 


and,

A Ijcttvr from Professor Agaselz. 


The latest despatch from this distinguished 


disciple of science to Professor Pierce, of the 
Coast Survey, in. another column, will be found 
of great scientific interest. It was written on 
tho voyage from Panama to Acapulco, and 
record;, the impressions of tho author gathered 
on the Pacific Coast, and during a laud Jour- 
ney of nearly three hundred miles in the 
Valley of Chilian, between tlie coast range and 
the Auditm chain from Conception, at the • 
mouth of the river Bio Bio, northward to tho 
capital o£ Chile. 
This valley which, com- 


mencing at the Gulf of Ancud, osUsuils over 
fifteen hundred miles to the north, ho finds to 
be the bed of a vast glacier, whose ice-slide to 
the north has ground aud polished the rocks 
of its east and west boundaries, tho Andes 
aud the coast; range, so that whjle they stand 
;hey v,ill tell to students the history of one of 
those wonderful changes which have marked 
and shaped the earth's surface. At one point, 
a little south of Santiago, he fiuds the track 
of a jnoro recent glacier which, moving 
.aler.illy from the Andes toward the west, 
across the drift of the great glacier, has loft in 
.ts course volcanic boulders in the direction of 
he coast range, which stayed its progress. A 
gradual recession of the ico boundary towards 
he South Pole, which was accompanied with 
an ascending temperature, was followed by the 
formation of successive lakes, whoso deposits 
now form a series of terraces of various levels 
through the whole length of this interesting 
ralley. 


An examination of the group of islands 


called the Galapagos has afforded an oppor- 


ity for a study of new land. This archi- 


pelago, situated near the Equator, seven hiin- 
Ired miles west of the coast of Ecuador, are 
evidently of recent volcanic origin. 
Their 


.nimals and plants are some of them of types 
bund no \vhere else on the known globe, and 
naturally seem special creations for that 
ocality or strange instances of the almost cre- 
ative power of transformation in nature. 
Evi- 


lently the Professor inclines to think there 
ios been a direct creation of organized beings 
or those distant new islands in the wide Pa- 
ific, and he confesses that as yet science is 
unable to answer questions of the origin of 
organized beings. Small difference is noted 
n the vegetable products of the Atlantic and 
'acific coasts in the neighborhood of Panama, 
tut in marine animals a decided variation was 
iscovered, while all classes of animal life on 
joth sides bear decided American characteris- 
ics. During tho long and busy voyage the 
iarty of which Agagsiz is the chief have made 
areful observations of a large class of sub- 
ects, and accumulated such a store of speci- 
mens as will in his able hands make most 
aluable additions to our knowledge in the 
cieuces of geology and zoology.

One of our 1-vtest

forms us that the .Spanish government is ne- 
gotiating with bankers in Paris for u loan of 
five hundred millions of francs. Wo arc not 
sorry that, in spito of all her misfortunes^ 
Paris still remains, as indeed she must remain 
for years to come, tho great money centre of 
the European Continent. So far as Spain i» 
concerned, this loan, put upon the Paris mar- 
ket, is a vote of coufidoucc iu France. This, 
however, is about tho only good thing in luo 
Spanish loan. 
All tho world knows that 


.Spain is bankrupt, that her indebtedness is 
enormous, aud that she cannot meet her obli- 
gations. Things being as they are, it BeettlS 
almost an impertiuouco oil the part of Spain 
to ask Europe to grant her another loan. It i» 
only a few weeks since the King narrowly es- 
caped assassination; and the general feeling 
of the public was that tho assassination of the 
King would have boon national ruin. 
Tho 


failure of the miserable attempt to take away 
the life of the King and Quoeu has given tho 
present government a temporary popularity. 
It is scarcely fair, on such grounds, to ask a 
loan. It will not surprise us, however, if th^ 
money is granted, and if Spain finds, through 
tho loan, another chance to bogin anew. W» 
cannot see the end, but we shall not be sorry 
if it ends well.

For more than a week we have had unusual 


indications of some very marked perturbation 
in the aiirial ocean. On the morning of the 2<1 
iust. the meteorological reports mention the* 
appearance on tho "Upper Lakes of one of thoso 
immense waves of cold air and high barometer 
which descend from the higher latitudes eouthv 
castwardly and roll onward to the great troplA 
cal sea. This phenomenon is most remarkabla 
and suggestive. The season has so far acl» 
vauced that tho sun has lost its power in thtj 
high north, and every day the refrigeration of 
tlie air over the circumpolar regions rapidly 
increases. The movement of large masses ot 
this refrigerated atmosphere southward anct 
their injection or irruption into the warm ami 
humid air of tho superheated equatorial seas J9 
doubtless tho signal for most serious cyclonlo 
disturbances in the latter, and also for the open- 
ing of the grand battle of the Equinox. In th^f 
opinion of an eminent meteorologist of this 
country the sudden commixture of the hot and 
cold currents iu the West Indies is the cause of 
the formation, of the low barometer which 


Representatives, that body was reduced to a 
clioieo between Jackson, Adams and Crawford, 
as the three highest candidates from the elec- 
toral colleger; and yut the friends of Clay in tho 
House, by uniting upon Adams, at once secured 
hi-; election.

of Africa, reveal the not unmeaning fact that 
the violent hot wind from the northwest,, 
which occasionally prevails in this colony, ia 
clearly and 
causally connected with the 


furious Winter gales of the South Atlantic, 
that so frequently ravage tho 
Capo of 


Good Hope. 
Analogy woiild suggest that, 


mutatis mukmdii, tho phenomenon of 
our 


cold -waves of atmosphere, on the northern 
side of the Equator, is indirectly concerned 
in the generation of equinoctial cyclones and 
may ba regarded as premonitions of extensiva 
and violent tempests. Tho opening of the 
hurricane season seems to havo been deferred 
this year iu the West Indies, but it will not ba 
surprising if tho telegraph brings us early 
intelligence of disastrous gales on tho South* 
cru and Gulf coasts. When they fairly set in 
for the Fall we may also look for similar storms 
on our entire Atlantic sea front; and our 
shipping guardians and life-saving authorities 
should now be sleepless in their vigilance and. 
thoroughly equipped for every emergency that 
may arise. 


It is a noteworthy fact that tho two cyclone)* 


of hist Summer, which occurred August i* 
and 26, were preceded by just such atmos- 
pheric waves of high range in the barometer 
aud low range in tho thermometer a* 
those we now record. 
It is greatly to b»' 


hoped that, "at tho earliest moment deep seai 
telegraphy renders it possible, wo may havo/ 
a co-opar&tive sytem of storm signals connect- 
ing -*ith tho island of Barbados—the outpost 
of 'West Indian meteorology and tho most 
iavovcd point for watching tho approach ot 
storms. When this is realized, in tho im- 
perative interests of commerce and civiliza- 
tion, tho forewarning of all endangered
